_ Kiba As Site For Court House

Coffee was created a county 
on December 29, 1841. By this 
time the county was filling 
with settlers coming in from 
Georgia and other Southeast 
erm states. The Indian wars 
were still fresh in the minds 
of the people and it was 
natural that the county and 
county seat should have been 
named for two heroes of these 
wars. General John Coffee, for 
vhom the county was named 

‘rved under General Andrew 


Jackson during the Creek 
Indian War of 1813-14. The 
first county seat of Coffee 


County was located at Well- 


bom, located about one- 
fourth of a mile east of the 
present Damascus church. The 
county seat was named for 
General William Wellborn, who 
was one of the Alabama 
Commanders in the Creek 
Indian War of 1836-37. 


The court house at Wellborn 
was destroyed by fire in 
March, 1851. The story still 
presists that the buming of 
the court house was arson as 
most of the people were not 
satisfied with its location. 
Due to opposition to rebuilding 
the courthouse at the rela- 
tively inaccessible Wellborn, 
the legislature, on January 30 
1852, passed an act directing 
the sheriff to hold an election, 
on the first Monday in August, 
1852, to determine the perman- 
ent location of the court 
house. The voters were au- 
thorized to select Wellbom 
Elba, or Indigo ead (Clinton- 
ville), and the site receiving 
a majority of the votes was to 
be the county seat, provided 
the citizens of the town 
should build a good and sub- 
stantial court house and jail 
free of charge to the county.

The title to the court- 
house and jail were conveyed 
to the county on September 12.

karly Coffee Countians Chose 


_ Kiba As Site For Court House 


BY J.D. SMITH, ELBA, ALABAMA 


Coffee was created a county 
on December 29, 1841. By this 
time the county was filling 
with settlers coming in from 
Georgia and other Southeast 
erm states. The Indian wars 
were still fresh in the minds 
of the people and it was 
natural that the county and 
county seat should have been 
named for two heroes of these 
wars. General John Coffee, for 
vhom the county was named 

‘rved under General Andrew 


Jackson during the Creek 
Indian War of 1813-14. The 
first county seat of Coffee 


County was located at Well- 


bom, located about one- 
fourth of a mile east of the 
present Damascus church. The 
county seat was named for 
General William Wellborn, who 
was one of the Alabama 
Commanders in the Creek 
Indian War of 1836-37. 


The court house at Wellborn 
was destroyed by fire in 
March, 1851. The story still 
presists that the buming of 
the court house was arson as 
most of the people were not 
satisfied with its location. 
Due to opposition to rebuilding 
the courthouse at the rela- 
tively inaccessible Wellborn, 
the legislature, on January 30 
1852, passed an act directing 
the sheriff to hold an election, 
on the first Monday in August, 
1852, to determine the perman- 
ent location of the court 
house. The voters were au- 
thorized to select Wellbom 
Elba, or Indigo ead (Clinton- 
ville), and the site receiving 
a majority of the votes was to 
be the county seat, provided 
the citizens of the town 
should build a good and sub- 
stantial court house and jail 
free of charge to the county.

A mass meet- 
ing was held and F. M. Gan:

J. B. Simmons do 
nated the square for the court 
house and a suitable lot for 
the jail. It is not known how 
the money was raised to pay 


for the construction of the 
building. for Elba was not 
incorporated at this time. 


The above men ate part of 
the National Guard six 
months training program.

The courthouse when com: 
pleted was a painted two story 
building with a painted railing 
fence around it. As tobacco 
chewing was prevalent. it was 
customary to keep saw dust 
on the floor of the courtroom. 
To this end barrels of saw 
dust were conveniently pro- 
vided. The title to the court- 
house and jail were conveyed 
to the county on September 12. 
1853. It is interesting to note 


that the courthouse has re- 

mained on the same square 

in Elba since that time.

Scott said thatthe book, 
which {s offered for sale at 
prices ranging from $1.99 
to $5.00, contains advice 
which if followedmight 
place a person In a worse 
rather than a better fin- 
anclal position. 

He said also that tak- 
ing some of the ‘‘tips’’ the 
offers might lead to 
extensive delay in the pay- 
ment of soclal security 
benefits, because all of the 
facts would have to be in- 
vestigated hefore social 
security henefits could be 


paid, 

“Responsible pub- 
lishers of privately pub- 
lished books and pamph- 
lets about social security, 
“Scott pointed out, ‘‘make 
sure that their materials 
are tecnically accurateand 
up to date, Also, they do not 
try to promote sales with 
advertising materials indi- 
cating that the information 
they offer is not available 
elsewhere. Nor do 


they 


state or imply that a per- 


son might lose money by 
not buying the book they 
offer for sale, 

Scott advised anyone 
who has a question as to 
the accuracy of a privately 
published book about social 
security to ask his soctal 
security office about it. 
He emphasized that there 
are many reliable privately 
published books = about

Senator Hill Dedicates 


Gulf Coast Shellfish 


Sanitation Center 


Senator Lister Hill, (D., 
Ala.), speaking at cere- 
monies on Dauphin Island 
Saturday dedicating the new 
Public Health Service 
Shellfish Laboratory, told 
an audience of health offi- 
cials and businessmen ‘‘we 
are today dedicating a re- 
search center which places 
its primary emphasis upon 
the prevention of disease 
and the promotion of 
health,”’ 

Senator Hill, often re- 
ferred to as the Statesman 
for Health, steered to pass- 
age two years ago the legis- 
lation providing $785,000 
earmarked to construct, 
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equip, staff and operate the 


new Gulf Coast Shellfish 
Laboratory, Tle Labora- 
tory is one of four such 


centers {nthe United States 
and will engage in funda- 
mental and applied re- 
search on shellfish to deve- 
lop comprehensive shell- 
fish sanitation control 
measures, 

The Senior 
Senator pointed 
the presence of harmful 
chemical compounds and 
the increasing pollution of 
shellfish waters is a grow-

out that 


ing concern to _ health 
authorities, the shellfish 
industry and the public, 
“Fishermen of earlier 


years never dreamed that 
the natural supply of mol- 
lusks would be depleted,’’ 
Hill states, ‘‘or that shell- 
fish waters would become 
too polluted to sustain 
shellfish propagation. Yet 
today we face that very pro- 
blem. We must find tech- 
niques which will keep our 
shellfish waters safe and 
free from pollution and 
which will permit the puri- 
fication of all shellfish 
prior to marketing.”’ 

In his speech, Senator 
Hill emphasized that ‘‘the 
magnitude of environ- 
mental health hazards is 
expanding at a compounded 
rate,’ and he praised the 
medical and scientific pro- 
fessions for helping to 
develop methods to combat 
and prevent these pro- 
blems. 

“Where a= generation 
ago, our doctors and public 
health officers were con- 
verned with the control of 
specific carriers of di- 
sease they are today de- 
voting increased efforts to 
the creation of a healthy 
physical enviroment inimi- 
cal tothe spread of disease, 
They have extended their 
horizons to finding methods 
to keep our waters pure, 
our air clean and our com- 
munity free of unsanitary 
conditions which breed di- 
sease,’’ Hill declared. He 
went on to state that with- 
out the resources of the new 
Gulf Coast Shellfish Lab- 
oratory ‘‘the research 
which the government is 
undertaking to safeguard

If an atomic attack cuts 
off your water supply, how 
can you purify your drink- 
ing water? 

“This will be one of 
the big questions facing the 
survivors,’ says Ralph 
Sherer, Auburn University 
civil defense expert.

Are you in the market 
for a dog? 

If the answer is yes, 
don’t snap up the first pooch 
you see just because he 
rolls those big brown eyes 
your way. First, make sure 
his family background 
matches the kind of dog 
you're looking for. 

The important point to 
consider is the type dog 
you want. If you’re look~ 
ing for a frisky, healthy 
pet - just a plain old dog, 
in other words - most any 
mongrel pup will be fine. 
If you want the glamorous 
Hollywood type, though, it 
helps to know about the dogs 
mama and papa, 

The plain fact is that 
purebreds generally just 
don’t have as much stamina 
as the common mutt, Mixed 
dogs are usually stronger 
because there seems to be 
a sort of hybrid vigor in 
dogs. For instance, it’s 
true that in some cases 
pedigree puppies are much 
harder to keep alive than 
other puppies whose family 
trees got tangled up some- 
where along the line, 

Take beagles, for ex- 
ample. There’s no real 
proof, but most dog owners 
agree that beagle pups are 
hard to keep alive because 
they've been bred so 
exactly. 

Dr. Worth Lanier, Au- 
burn University Veterinar- 
jan, claims that too much 
blue blood breeding can 
create big problems for 
dogs. In some snub-nosed 
dogs like boxers, for 
example, dog breeders 
have found that they can 
shorten the size of the 
dog’s nose even further 
through selective breeding. 
But this often leads to res- 
piratory ailments for the 
dog. 

In long-eared dogs like 


spanials and poodles, 
breeders have been able to 
come up with even longer- 
eared dogs. But those are 
the very ones that usually 
develop ear troubles. 
Breeders tinkered around 
until they finally produced 
the bowlegged Chihauhus, 
But the Chihuahua has the 
weakest leg joints of any 
breed. 

So if you want to buy 
a dog, keep in mind that 
mongrels - though maybe 
not as refined ~- are at 
least more peppy. And
